A con-ospondent 'o( the London 
SUmdard has been jjaying a visit to 
Oham, an cider brother of CHtowayo, 
who surrendorred some time an;o with 
a portion of his tribo to Colonel Wood, 
and is now living close to ITtrecht. 
The most interesting portion of the 
correspondent's nari'ativo, liowover, re- 
lates to (Jham's wivi^s. lie siiys : 
"Cham's kraal is occuiiied by the thirty 
wivos and seventy ooncubiius, wbo 
form his neat little tra\°oliug rotiuuc. 
We then ])aid a visit to tho four or 
five favorite wives, huge, strajipiug 
wenches, with limbs like a London 
drayman, wearing as tlio distinguish- 
ing murk of tho royal favor their wool 
closely clipped all over the head except 
at tho sput wliero the phrenologists 
locato'tlic organ of benevolence. Ilere 
it had been carefully cultivated into 
tho fprmjof a c^'lindor throe or four 
inches in diameter, und as many in 
height. I'liey are stalking about in 
the iittle courtyard of thoir kraal, each 
wrapped round tho shoulders with one 
of tho shaggy rugs in which the lower 
half of Oham was enveloped, and which 
I assume, was therefore the distinctive 
mark of royalty. Thoy wore a hard 
featured lot of baggage, with un ok- 
]}rc.ssion in their faces which maile it 
pretty evident that tho hut thoy occupi- 
ed ill common was tho sconn of fre- 
quent wrangles ami not unfre(iiieiii 
lights. Tlieru wore, iiowevor, a group 
of IvidVir viririiis, who wore engaged 
in inanipulating each other's wool in 
tlie latest style of Zulu hair dressing. 
I am afraid a description of the costume 
of theso croahircs would not give any 
praclicablu hints for the adaptation flt 
homo. '["\\ o of the number were so 
beautifully shaped that the 
barring heads, hands and fr 
been reproduced in inarlile or on canvas 
as till) very ])iirf(;ct ion of female form. 
Tliis attiro, with the exception of tho 
di;i[)haiious robe, which is optional, 
soems to bo the characteristic dress of 
tlio unmarried girls, who are as romark- 
ablf as many of the men for high phy- 
sical excellence. In the kraal a couple 
of old boll tent.-i were pitched. On look- 
ing into Olio of these a party of younger 
ofmeubiues were engaged in making, 
some from long grassstenis, others from 
reeds, tin* mats which play so imporl- 
aut a part in the Kalbr meniige. In 
tho other another party seemed to be 
engaged in the mysteries of the Zulu 
toilet, a gourd of water and a little 
whito clay playing important parts. 
Both parties giggled immensely, and 
seemed to be complimented at the in- 
terest they were exciting in the white 
men. At the outskirts of tho kraal 
Mr. .N'unii iioinlt'd out tiie eldest son i 
and heir of Oliam — wlio has only five i 
children altogether — n slight lad of 1 1 
or 12, in an old whito felt bat and 
shirt. He was playing with a few 
other lad.i of his age, while a younger

More "American- Note.s." — Another 
F!n;,ii..hnian ha.s boo;; gr.iug iii'i coun- 
tryinou the beuelit of his Ainerie;ui 
notes. The Hev. Arthur ^lursell, in 
tho couiso of a lecture delivered in 
Nortliain|iton, alluded to his landing 
nt New "i'ork, which hn described as a 
centre of plunder nnd spolbation, nnd a 
ce.?spool of fe.^.toring smells. Now York 
was the mo.st priest-ridden, and tliero 
fore the moat neglec!.cd of modern 
civilized cities; morally, on the .surface 
it was one of tho cleanest; but behind 
the scenes, one of tho wickedest cities 
in tho New World. If, however, tho 
Americans were only in pofi'jessioii of 
their own citv, it would bo in n uuich 
better state than it was now. New 
York was not an American city; it was 
a population of aliens, over ridden by 
a crafty and designing priesthood. No 
city was more largely taxed than Now 
York for such trilling accomodation as 
paving and sower.., and yet the streets 
wero like a jdouglied licld nftor a fro,.-,*, 
and the only drain worth spealiing of 
was tho continual one upon the pockets 
of ratepayers. A prominenL feature 
in New York which at present di.stin- 
guished it from other cities in America 
was tho elevated railway, than which a 
greater public convenience^ and a great- 
er private inju.stice it would be hard to 
imagine. The lecturer remarked that 
he would rather walk like Weston, .and 
give a lecture at the end of every hun- 
dred miles, than ride in nu .Vmerican 
railway carriage with tho average 
American. Tin? stations, or depots, 
were miserably poor, tho refreshments 
were abominable, and the "pocket pis- 
tol'' of the American consisted, not of 
the friendly flash, but of a six-ahootor 
revolver.
